The singular history of ana of theso in- 
sects—the .V. Fespilo—-is thus detailed by 


| M Gleditsch. He begins by informing us 


that he had often remarked that dead moles 
when laid upon loose earth, were almost sure 
to disappearin the course of two or three 
days, often intwelve hours. To ascertain 
the cause he placed a mole on one of the 
beds inhis garden. It had vanished by the 
third morning ; and diggirg where it had been 
laid, he found it buried to the depth of threa 
inches, and under it four beetles, which seem- 
ed to have been agents of this singular inhu: 
mation. Not perceiving anything particulas 


| in the mole, he buried it again; and on ex- 


amining at the end of six days, he found it 
swarming with maggots, apparently the issue 
of the beetles, which he now naturally con- 
cluded had buried the careass for the food 
of their future young.

The Fugitive Slave Law- 
To the Editor of the Quincy Patriot : 


A fair specimen of Virginia logic was 


given by a correspondent of the Patriot in 
the last number. He very appropriately sub- 
scribed himself Douglas. “No person,” says 
the Constitution of the United States,’’ shall 
be deprived of his life, liberty, or property, 


without due process of law”—that is, “trial 


by jury.” In all attempts to deprive a man 
of his life or property it 1s obvious, a trial by 
jury. shall be his ‘of right—and so in an at- 
tempt to deprive a person of his liberty, a 
trial by jury is to be granted as-a right. | 
Now “Douglas,” instead of denying that 
the Constitution grants a trial by jury, to try 
and determine the questien whether a person 
owes service or labor—that is, whether the 
person claimed shall be deprived of his liber- 
ty, he proceeds to denounce the institution of 
trial by jury, and to impugn the integrity of 
juries, 

It is not pertinent at ali to the question, 
whether a person can be deprived of his lib- 
erty, constitutionally, without trial by jury, 


to say that juries will not find a verdict for 
the claimant. 


If juries never should find a 
verdict for pretended owners of men, it 
would not affect the question concerning the 
consttutional right of every person to ‘trial 
by jury, when it is sought to deprive him of 
his liberty. 

That the advocates of the Fugitive Slave | 
Law should assail trial by jury is not mar- | 
vellous. All despots have been, and are, op- 
posed to it. Their arbitrary and vindictive 
dispositions and designs have often times | 
been thwarted and successfully resisted by | 
twelve honest men. The wisdom of trial by 
jury, however, is not the subject matter of
